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1.  educational  facilities: 

In  visiting  the  camps  throughout  the 
State  it  has  been  noticed  that  in  few 
camps  is  there  sufficient  space  avail- 
able for  educational  imposes,  in 
most  cases  there  is  no  class-room  or 
one  available  that  could  be  used  for 
a class  meeting.  It  is  practically 
impossible  for  an  educational  program 
to  be  progressing  unless  there  is 
room  for  such  a program.  The  Camp 
Educational  Adviser  should  talk  over 
matters  such  as  this  with  his  Command- 
ing Officer,  and  together  they  should 
be  able  to  arrive  at  some  working  plan 
whereby  they  can  remedy  the  situation. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  heat 
should  be  provided  for  the  educational 
rooms  during  the  winter  months. 

Remember  too,  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Camp  Educational  Adviser  to  de- 
velop the  camp  library  in  such  a.  man- 
ner that  will  be  of  the  most  benefit 
to  the  men  in  camp# 

2.  FERA  TEACHERS: 

There  are  three  of  our  original  al- 
lotment of  twelve  FERa  teachers  still 
available.  The  first  camps  to  send 
in  the  project  applications  will  get 
the  three  remaining  teachers.  Camps 
that  have  a part-time  Camp  Educational 
Adviser  will  be  favored  in  the  allot- 
ment of  teachers.  Act  immedia.t ely 
if  you  expect  to  get  one.  Remember 
that  your  project  application  must 
come  through  your  local  FERa  Adminis- 
trator and  your  County  Superintendent 
of  Schools,

4.  INDUSTRIAL  aRIS  aND  VOCATIONAL 
EDUCATION: 

There  will  also  be  enclosed  in  the 
package  this  week  a complementary  cop;y 
of  "Industrial  .rts  and  Vocational  Edu- 
cation”. Look  over  this  magazine  care- 
fully, -it  is  a good  number  to  include 
in  your  next  magazine  subscription  list. 
If  you  have  a,  group  interested  in  Voca- 
tional subjects,  particularly,  woodwork- 
ing and  metal  working,  you  will  find 
this  ma.ga.zine  very  helpful.  Pla.ce  it 
where  the  men  can  get  to  it  and  see  if 
the  reaction  is  favorable. 

5.  DISCUSSION  GROUPS: 

Since  the  majority  of  the  men  you  deal 
with  failed  to  complete  school  because 
the  present  da.y  method  of  teaching  did 
not  rea.ch  them,  you  should  be  very  care- 
ful as  Camp;  Educational  adviser  a.nd  let 
the  cut-a.nd-dried  a.cademic  subjects  be 
very  limited.  Of  course  this  does  not 
apply  to  the  lower  grades.  In  your  lo- 
wer grade  level,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  resort  to  the  common  method  of  teach- 
ing. However,  it  can  be  modified  even 
here,  so  that  the  particular  subject 
will  appeal  to  the  person  being  taught. 

Some  of  the  camps  have  organized  what  is 
commonly  termed  "bull  sessions”  in  va,- 
rious  subjects  a.nd  find  them  very  suc- 
cessful. 

6.  DaILY  RECORD  OF  OLaSSES: 

a!1  Camp  Educational  Advisers  should 
keep  a daily  record  of  the  educational 
program  which  is  in  progress  in  their 
camp.  Mr.  Eds  on  has  recommended  the 
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use  of  a standardbook  similar  to  the 
book;  in.  which  records  of  the  camp  ex- 
change  are  kept . write  your  District 
Educational  adviser  telling  him  what 
you  want  and  for  what  purpose  and  he 
can  get  it  for  you.  This  book  should 
be  a permanent  record  for  posting  your 
attendance  and  various  other  items  re- 
lating to  your  educational  program. 

This  record  should  be  up  to  date  at  all 
times,  since  the  Corps  *.rea  Educational 
Supervisor  as  well  as  the  District  Edu- 
cational adviser  will  call  for  it  when 
they  visit  your  camp.
